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The Fight Is On! 


R. JUSTICE EWING'S judgment declaring the Alberta 
legisiature cannot protect the people of this province 
from the collection of exorbitant and confiscatory interest 
rates may or may not be good in law. One thing is certain 
however, and that is that the people cannot and will not 
submit to such indefensible rates. 


The Liberal party of Alberta under the vigorous lead- 
ership of Mr. W. R. Howson, K.C. (now Mr. Justice How- 
son), campaigned for three years previous to the general 
election on a platform of drastic debt reduction (not post- 
ponement) and low interest rates. 


The Liberal party polled 70,000 votes. Mr. Aberhart 
advocating Social Credit polled 163,000 votes. The U.F.A., 
C.C.F. adhered to a “Sound Money” policy and gathered in 
but 30,000 votes with the Conservative party, Labor and 
Communists away in the rear. Mr. Aberhart elected 56 
members, Liberals 5 and the Conservatives one each in 
Edmonton and Calgary owing to srt, alee voting in 
these two cities. 


The overwhelming verdict was for an immediate, drastic 
cutting of public and private debts to a payable basis and 
a demand that interest rates be less than half the rates 


charged. 


Assuming Mr. Justice Ewing is right and that the legis- 
lature cannot protect the people against the heavy, unjust 
toll of usury now levied, the legislature can however, cut the 
principal of public and private debts 50 to 75 per cent and 
no lawyer has declared publicly this would not be legal and 
within the constitutional powers of a legislature to enact 
into law. 


The next move to give immediate and unquestioned 
lawful relief would be to declare a province wide morator- 
ium covering the payment of interest and principal on all 
public and private debts for one year. 


This would give the Government ample time to appeal 
Mr. Justice Ewing's judgment and if unsuccessful proclaim 
the new act cutting principal 50 to 75 per cent on all public 
and private debts. A year from now the legislature could, 
if necessary, extend the.moratorium for another year. 


The main idea to keep in mind is that only a knock 
down, drag out finished fight will ever win results from the 
unscrupulous, “Special Privileged” who have maintained a 
vicious, dishonest “Sound Money” policy in Canada—a 
pelicy that has brought ruin to millions of Canadians and 
huge, unearned profits to the “Special Privileged” few. 


It is to be expected Premier Aberhart will give a decided 
and emphatic NO to the request of Edmonton's City Coun- 
cil for approval of the scandalous Fortin scheme. The six 
alcermen who voted for it, without so much as a sham 
battle, need have no delusions as to what the voters think 
of them in their refusal to even allow the ratepayers to 
vote on the Fortin scheme.

When this had been made plain at Ottawa and 
in conferences with bond-holders, the Dominion 
decided something had to be done, possibly for 
the reason that a collapse of provincial credit 
would react unfavorably on the Dominion credit 
at a time when the federal Government has 
large refunding operations in hand. 

The Governor of the Bank of Canada was 
asked to investigate, and his report confirmed 
the claim that those provinces were at the end 
of their resources. They are accordingly being 
given temporary assistance from the Dominion 
treasury; while a Royal commission is to carry 
out a general enquiry into the financial relations 
between the Dominion and all the provinces, 
and survey the prospect of whether and how 
the latter can be enabled to regain their position 
of financial self-dependence. 

The fact appears to be that in al] but name 
the west has now three defaulting provinces, in- 
stead of one.

4 tributing causes will be cap- 
Dr. F. McCoy able of bringing on any type 
of rheumatism. Some of the contributing causes 
of exciting causes are exposure to cold or wet, 
or over-exercise. Those people who are slightly 
toxic may suffer from attacks of muscular 
rheumatism, if they are subject to exposure to 
cold which causes the circulation of the blood 
to become congested and the elimination of 
poisons to be retarded. 

When this retention of impurities takes place 
in the muscles only, it is called muscular 
rheumatism and the patient develops muscular 
stiffness, soreness, and shooting pains whenever 
an attempt is made to move the affected parts. If 
the poisons locate in the joints, the patient then 
develops arthritis. 

Severe types of rheumatism may result from 
exposure to cold or to wet weather, where the 
clothing is literally soaked with water for sev- 
eral hours at a time. Even though such an ex- 
posure does not occur, the patient may also de- 
velop an attack of rheumatism by over-exercis- 
ing, when the body is not accustomed to much 
exercise. Taking too long a hike, or exercising 
too strenuously in a gymnasium for two or three 
hours will bring on a sudden attack, even thaugh 
the patient has previously been an athlete. 

The specific toxemia responsible for rheuma- 
tism as different from that producing 
other diseases as tuberculosis is entirely dif- 
ferent from diabetes. Providing the necessary 
rheumatic toxicosis is present, various forms 
of infection are often sufficiently irritating to 
excite an attack. For example, a tonsillar infec- 
tior like a match, setting off the Llaze 
of rheumat but the fuel must first have 
been ready and that fuel is the toxic state of the 
body 

It must be realized that all diseased con- 
ditions are built upon bad habits of living. The 
one with rheumatism simply has a tendency to 
this type of trouble, whereas the patient wiih a

Errors such as eating the wrong food, too 
much food, poor combinations, lack of ex- 
ercise, waste of energy and on, cause 
rheumatisw with one who has that tendency, 
and after recovery, good habits must be con-

Not being a drinking man, I can't understand 
the peculiar gravity of the offence of “drinking 
liquor in a public place,” which in the eyes of 
those selected to administer the law, merits 
such severe financial punishment. A man in 
Wetaskiwin a few days ago was fined $200 and 
costs for “drinking in a public place.” This is a 
sentence a hundred times more severe than is 
usually given for being drunk in a public place, 
and much heavier than the penalty commonly 
imposed for killing people with an auto. 

Perhaps the formula “drinking liquor in a 
public place” masks some socially unmention- 
able midemeanor, like the invitation of the 
thoughtful host or hostess who asks if you'd 
like to go upstairs and wash your hands. If it 
is merely for taking a surreptitious swig of 
liquor used in every Government House and 
recommended medicinally by every doctor, that 
the government—after extorting an unconscion- 
abe profit—had sold to the culprit after having 
duly licensed hirs as a fit and proper person to 
purchase liquor for his own use, then it seems 
a@ savage sentence.

What is it about beer and spirits that makes 
Canadian legislators familiar with their prop- 
erties, wish to see them sold and consumed 
under conditions calculated to promote guzzling 
and drunkenness? Other nations seem to succeed 
where we fail. 

Across the border one can have a bottle of 
beer served with a meal. In any beer-parlor in 
United States one may order sandwiches and 
light food or listen to music or entertainment. 
In Canada no beer-drinker may modify the 
effect of his libation by taking food with it. He 
must not have his mind distracted from contem- 
plation of the inside of the beer mug by the 
pleasing sound of music. Is it that the taking of 
meals is a limiting agent in the amount of bev- 
erage that may be consumed? 

It may be part of our forthright Canadian 
character that makes our pious legislators de- 
cide that Canadians must brook no interference 
to their drinking. Drinkers must be encouraged 
to guzzle to excess. Men are there to drink and 
no distractions from the job on hand must be 
intruded. 

So, too, with hard liquor. Instead of per- 
mitting a man to purchase a smal] drink at a 
time and let it go at that, governments insist 
that the drinker must buy a bottle at a time. He 
must retire to the deadening seclusion of an 
hotel bedroom. It is not in nature for a man to 
wish to drink alone in an hotel bedroom when 
he has a full bottle and a long evening ahead. 
He sends for a friend, and they “kill” the bottle 
before they reel from the room. The govern- 
ment may profit by forcing men into conditions 
where they drink more than normally they 
would; it is the price of freedom and decency. 

I don’t wonder if a man rebels at having to 
go to an hotel bedroom with his bottle, and pre- 
fers to drink his liquor in a publie place where 
there is more distractions and less temptation to 
solitary drunkenness 
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I'm often amused at the subtle arguments 
reformers-for-profit put forward to hide their 
real motives. 

Winnipeg at present is under the thrall of a 
striet Sabbath regime. No purchase at all is per- 
mitted, not even taxi hire. There is one flew in 
the beautiful picture of a dead Winnipeg. An 
Anglican clergyman comes forward on behalf 
of the little shopkeepers who wish to sell bread, 
milk and fruit to their regular customers in the 
rooming house districts. This clergyman says 
he likes to buy bread and milk and fruit for his 
meals on Sundays. , 


To this the professional Sabbatarians make 
reply that their aim is not to impose hardship 
on any; they are merely working to “prevent the 
enslavement of thousands of our people.” If by 
“enslavement” they mean the creation of a few 
jobs on Sunday, the great desire of the mass of 
the people of western Canada at present is to 
be permanently “enslaved.” 

Some years ago when Edward Johnson was 
to sing in Vancouver on a Sunday, the com- 
mencing time was fixed at 9 p.m. to satisfy 
those preachers who feared loss of patronage at 
their evening services if the Canadian tenor 
was allowed to sing at the usual concert hour. 
With this concession gained, the professional 
Sabbatarians then endeavored to have the con- 
cert prohibited on the ground of the “sacred 
right of the theatre employees to a day of rest.” 
They should have heard what the half dozen 
theatre employees said about them and their ef- 
forts to stop them from getting a day's easy 

pay for a jittle service on Sunday night. 

Mine is not a revengeful nature, but I con- 
fess to one real gloat. It was when a certain 
militant professional Sabbatarian on retiring 
with a comfortable nest-egg. decided to invest 
his wealth in erecting an apartment block in a 
poor neighborhood of Toronto. He wanted to 
get all the revenue possible. In so doing he made 
the pill-box rooms smaller than the minimum 
allowed by the health authorities. I chuckled, for 
I remembered the time he had instigated 
prosecution against a certain felon found en- 
gaged in the wicked crime of taking a snapshot 
of his garden and flower-faced kiddies on a 
Sunday afternoon. In the court whither he had 
haled so many he had to stand and face a 
charge. 

I may be the victim of a warped mind and 
perverted morals, but I honestly think a man 
will get Jess harm in body and mind playing 
with his kiddies in a garden on a Sunday after- 
noon, or listening in a theatre to the golden 
voice of Edward Johnson on a Sunday evening, 
than in sleeping in a lodging house whose saintly 
owner had skimped on the air space in his de- 
sire for bigger profits.

GRENADINE SYRUP 
(4 to 6 servings) 

One and one-quarter cups flour, 
1% teaspoons baking powder, 1-3 
cup sugar, 4s teaspoon salt, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 1-3 cup milk, % tea- 
spoon almond evtract 

Sift flour, baking powder, sugar 
and salt together. Cut in butter 
with knife. Slowly add milk. Fla- 
vor with almond extract. | 

These get a spell of cooking in 
this syrup: 2 tablespoons butter, 1 
cup brown sugar, 1 cup boiling 
water, % cup grenadine syrup, \« 
teaspoon salt. Place these ingredi- 
ents in a 14% quart saucepan and 
boil gently for 5 minutes. Then 
dip in the dumplings by rounding 
teaspoons. 

Cover tightly and continue to 
boifsyrup for 20 minutes with the 
cover down hard and never once 
lifted, no matter how curious you 
may be to see that syrup embrace 
those tender little dumplings.

is the first year that skiing has really boomed into a major winter 
sport in Edmonton, but the jumping and cross country racing which 
featured the week-end gave ample proof that within a very short time 
thig eity will have two or three score of ski men who can hold their 
own with the best in Canada. Lack of snow held skiing back this season 
until well into January, but it is in full blest now. The river valley was 
filled with fans, men and women, on Saturday afternoon and Sunday 
for a distance of some six miles or more. 


In its new jump, the Edmonton Ski Club has a strocture that 
fs going to give the city scores of fine jumpers in the next few 
years. This jump is exceptionally safe, and yet it gave distances 
up to 130 feet with the snow slow that Saturday's cold made. 
Out of 152 jumps made in all classes, only a few fell short of the 
100-foot mark. It is an ideal layout for the development of con- 
fidence and form. 


The stop watch showed that the jumpers were travelling at an 
average speed of around 40 miles an hour when they left the take-off. Next 
year the club plans to add another 10 or 15 feet to the tower which 
should step the take-off speed up to over 50 miles an hour on fast snow 
and bring big jumps of well over 140 feet. When it is remembered that 
150 feet was the world’s record until a few years ago, you get a better 
appreciation of what was done here Saturday,

Leheim Aristocrat Of Skis 


AGNE LEHEIM, of the Edmonton Ski Club, who turned in spectacular 

jumps on Saturday and won the cross-country race on Sunday, is a 
skier whose record is regarded with awe in any company. In 1928 he 
won the King's Cup for the combined cross country and jumping event 
in Norway. This is the blue-ribbon event for an all-around ski-man. To 
win it he has to beat hundreds of the best skiers Norway produces— 
and she produces plenty. The cross country run is an 18 kilometre affair, 
while the jumps are judged on form and distance. In racing. it is Leheim’s 
exceptionally powerful arms that keep him skimming along at a heart- 
breaking pace as each push of his poles fairly shoots him ahead. He is a 
woodsman and long winter days with ~» 
herculean arms. 


In the jumping events, the reason for the style adopted by the 
winners was a puzzle to many new ski fans. When coming down the 
slide, everything is done to attain speed and the jumper crouches low 
to cut down wind resistance and be ready for his spring at the take- 
off. Once in the air, he seeks to stay there as long as possible in order 
to get greater distance. This is why the body is bent forward sharply 
at the hips—catching the air and acting as a parachute. It also gives 
better balance on landing.
